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Prices of Chemicals and Drugs 

Someone has said that just at this time the public 
s more interested in prices than in politics. There 
seems to be a good deal of truth in this—certain it is 
that there is no lack of interest in prices. The gov- 
emment, recognizing this fact, is making the most 
strenuous efforts to collect all available data regard- 
ing price changes. Whether or not the figures and 
the percentages given out by the government are 
entirely correct, no one would attempt to deny that 
the officials of the Bureau of Labor Statistics and 
others having the matter in charge have put forth 
their best efforts to make them so. The task is a 
dificult one, and even government employees are 


not infallible. It seems fair to assume that every 
efort is made to discover all price reductions, and 
that, if there should be an error, the mistake would 
be that of getting the price too low instead of too 
high. Active and well informed men in the chemical 
and drug trades, however, will be reluctant to accept 
at their face value the figures of the Washington 
statisticians by which they attempt to show that there 
was an advance in the price of chemicals and drugs 
during the month of September. 

In tabulating the price information it collects the 
bureau classifies commodities into eight groups, be- 
sides one group classified under the caption ‘‘Mis- 
cllaneous.” One of the eight groups is that of 
chemicals and drugs. According to the figures of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, the average price of 
commodities in this group increased 234 per cent. 
during the month of September. According to the 
igures of this bureau, the general trend of prices 
was downward during the month. Lower prices were 
ported in farm products, food, cloths and clothing, 
uttals and metal products, building materials and 

miscellaneous group, and advances only in fuel 
ad lighting, house furnishing goods—and chem- 
tals and drugs.

The index figures of the Reporter are not based 
upon the price of every known chemical or every 
known drug. They are, however, based upon the 
actual market prices of the leading drugs and chem- 
icals, and they showed that during September there 
was a decline in the prices of chemicals and drugs, 
including the prices of crude drugs and heavy chem- 
icals. The average decline for the month—figured 
from the Reporter’s index numbers—was a little 
more than 2 per cent. This certainly is more in line 
with the ideas of the man in the market, who has 
not attempted to put his knowledge of prices into in- 
dex numbers or percentage figures, but who does the 
actual buying and selling which make the prices, than 
are the returns of the bureau. 

According to the Reporter's information, the 
chemical and drug markets have not been out of line 
with other markets; on the other hand, chemicals 
and drugs have been for some time, and still are, 
declining. There has undoubtedly been a further 
decline since the first of October. 

In some commodities the recent declines have been 
so drastic as to be demoralizing. This has not been 
the case with chemicals and drugs, fortunately, and 
there is little likelihood of anything of the sort in 
these lines. The use of the word “fortunately” in 
this connection is not the expression of a trade view 
of the situation by any means. It is not only a mis- 
fortune to any trade to be demoralized by sensa- 
tional price fluctuations, but it is a misfortune to the 
general public as well. This country expects prices 
to come down. Prices are coming down. It is to 
the interest of the whole people, however, to have 
them come down gradually and in a manner that 
does not demoralize and destroy business. Thus far 
this has been the case with prices of chemicals and 
drugs, and there is no reason for expecting that any 
further declines which may occur will not be of a 
most orderly nature. It is just as well, however, to 
remember that prices in these lines are not advanc- 
ing—even though the statisticians in Washington 
have not as yet discovered the fact. 
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A Most Successful Convention 


There was in session in St. Louis last week a 
convention of business men at which business topics 
and national affairs were discussed in a broad Amer- 
ican way. If anything was needed to prove the wis- 
dom of men who are bound together by the rela- 
tionship of trade organizing nationally and meeting 
together at stated intervals to discuss matters of vital 
interest to all, the thirty-third annual convention of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
furnished that proof. The convention was a success 
in every way. It showed the association to be one 
of the strongest and most progressive of the business 
organizations of the United States, and it reflected 
great credit upon the administration of Richard 
Moore, the retiring president. 

The past year has been a very busy one with all 
the members of the organization. In common with 
all the business men of this country, they have had 
to face many new conditions and to be constantly in 
the pilot house to steer their ship of trade through 
the troubled waters of post-bellum commercial tribu- 
lations. It has been a year of prosperity as well as 
of activity for the members of the association, and, 
in spite of the pressure of business affairs, they have 
not neglected their local or national organizations. 
George V. Horgan, secretary of the national organi- 
zation, has traveled from coast to coast in the service 
of the association. President Moore, Vice-President 
S. Marshall Evans and other officials of the organi- 
zation have taken the time from their business to 
accompany the secretary on some of his trips. Eight 
new clubs became affiliated with the association dur- 
ing the year and these clubs will add materially to 
the strength of the organization. The membership 
committee set for itself the task of securing 200 new 
members during the year, and the results at the end 
of the year showed a membership gain of 286, which 
gives the national organization a total of 1,330 
members. 


The reports of the committees showed what a 
virile organization the N. P., O. & V. A. is and in 


how many directions its activities reach out. 
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The N. W. D. A. Convention 

The forty-sixth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association is in ses- 
sion in Cincinnati this week. It is a most important 
gathering. President Robert H. Bradley says:— 
“There are many serious problems to solve 
brought about by after-the-war conditions, and I 
feel that our membership, coming from every sec- 
tion of the country, will be able to consider these 
important problems and accomplish much of a 
constructive nature for the benefit not only of the 
drug trade, but business generally.” 

A stenographic report of the proceedings of 
the convention will be published in an extra edi- 
tion of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter to be 
issued next week.

Woes of the British Dye Industry 

England is much concerned about the future of 
its dye industry, and it is practically certain that the 
measure proposed by the Board of Trade will be 
enacted into law. Some time ago the president of 
the Board of Trade informed the House of Com- 
mons that, in the opinion of the Government, assist- 
ance to the synthetic dyemaking industry could be 
most effectively given by the prohibition of the im- 
portation of synthetic dyestuffs except under license, 
and that proposals to this effect would be embodied 
in a bill relating to key industries which would be 
introduced and proceeded with as soon as possible. 
This bill has not been passed as yet, but it is probable 
that it will be when Parliament gets around to the 
matter. The lawmakers of Great Britain have more 
serious matters to trouble them just now than the 
state of the British dye industry. 

Consumers are not particularly pleased with the 
plans of the Board of Trade. Protests are being 
made that the licensing system is “cumbersome and 
inequitable.”” The trade is also afraid of the licens- 
ing system, and the Chemical and Dyestuff Traders’ 
Association has asked that if the bill is passed the 
licensing authority be vested in a board of practical 
and experienced men, who shall not be selected arbi- 
trarily by a government department. It is possible 
that when the matter comes up for action an effort 
will be made to secure a subsidy for the dye and 
color industry. It is even suggested that a fund should 
be provided by the color users on an assessment basis, 
to be accorded by way of drawback, to the color 
makers. 

The whole discussion would seem to indicate that 
the industry in Great Britain is in far from satisfac- 
tory shape. The chairman of a delegation repre- 
senting the Chemical and Dyestuff Traders’ Asso- 
ciation in a statement made to the Board of Trade 
said that, contrary to expectations, shortage of colors 
became as acute twelve or thirteen months after the 
signing of the armistice as it was at any time during 
the war. The government-supported enterprise of 
which so much had been expected had so far proven 
disappointing and unsatisfactory, he stated. 

If there is already a shortage of colors and dye- 
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stuffs in Great Britain the consumer, it would seem, 
would be in a decidedly unpleasant predicament if 
imports are entirely suspended or even curtailed. The 
Government, it is said, is against a tariff to protect 
the British manufacturers, and this leaves only the 
alternatives of a subsidy or licensing, if the industry 


is to be given artificial support. 


Of course, it is against German producers that 
the proposed legislation is largely directed, but Amer- 
ican manufacturers—who are reaching out for busi- 
are also much interested. It 
is assumed that under a licensing system very little 
goods of this character would be permitted to enter 
the kingdom, and it would seem that the British 
chemical and dye industry must be in a very unusual 
position to make such a drastic measure probable. 

Fortunately, the American dye industry is not in 
the position of the industry in England. 
managed to continue to develop and grow greater 
during the transition period between war and peace. 
American manufacturers, while they are much in- 
terested in the situation abroad, will not suffer much 
by whatever restrictions are placed upon imports into 
Great Britain. In reaching out for the trade of the 
world this country and England are rivals, and the 
more that country sees fit to limit its imports, the 
more difficult it will be for it to expand its exports.

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An Industry With a Problem 


In the naval stores industry there has been such a 
radical decline in prices that most unsatisfactory con- 
ditions have been brought about. This industry has 
had an example of what a too precipitous “return to 
normal” means. Buyers have held back because few 
consumers in any line ever have nerve enough to 
buy on a declining market.

INDUSTRIAL TAX CONFERENCE 
DISCUSSES AMENDMENT OF LAWS 


Large Attendance at Meeting Which ( — 
Vital Importance—Many Suggestions 


Adopted by Representatives of Petroleum Industry 


Over three hundred delegates to. the 
Second National Industrial ‘ax Confer 
ence, coming from all parts of the 
United States, began a thorough probing 
last Friday morning of some tremendous 








questions, ffecting the future source of 
national revenue, which loom up most 
conspicuously now on th economie hori 
zon of the country The conference, 
Which was arranged b the enlarged 
committer of the National Industrial 
Conference ioard, took place at the 
liotel \stor, nd consumed the entire 
mornings, atternoons and evenings of 
that day and the next 

The first day and evening of the ses 
sion were viven over entirely to ad 


dresses directly bearing upon the tenta 
tive report of the enlarged tax commit- 
tee of the National Industrial Conference 
Board and interpretive discussions there 
on. while the second day resolved itself 
solely into a discussion of the report for 
the purpose of uncovering formal recom- 
mendations which would be made by the 
delegates to the Tax Committee * The 
printed report itself, which was given 
wide distribution among the delega 
some days before the conference begar 
and which was likewise in the hands of 
members of the various industrial coun- 
cils that are vitally interested in tax re- 
form, covers recommendations which 
would reduce revenue and contains ap- 
proved proposals for making up that 
deficit together with a discussion of pro 
posals for increasing revenue which were 
not approved by the committee It repre- 
sents an effort on the part of the Tax 
Committee to gain and reflect the point 
of view of American business in relation 
to the federal taxation problem and as 
such it was presented last week to the 
general conference at the Hotel Astor. 








Features of the Report 


Salient features of the report which 
took the time and labors of the con- 
ference were the sweeping recommenda 
tion that the excess profits tax be re- 
pealed, which would net a loss to the 
government of $9,000,000,000 revenue: an 
approved proposal to increase the cor- 
poration income tax to not more than 16 
per cent., except in case of public utili- 
ties subject to regulation on which rate 
should remain 10 per cent, present ex- 
emption of $2,000 to be abolished. The 
excess of this rate over that of the nor- 
mal rate on individuals to be in lieu of 
the surtax on partners and sole proprie 
tors. The disapproval of the proposed 
sales or turnover tax, which threatens 
to become a revenue law and which af- 
fects not only sales of commodities but 
also of services, real property, capital 
assets. ete. Approval of the proposed tax 
on automobiles and trucks on which it is 
suggested that a special annual excise 
tax on their use, equivalent to 50 cents 
per horse-power be imposed. In connec- 
tion with the latter, approval is given in 
the report of a new tax of one cent per 
gallon on gasoline, which, it is caleu- 
lated, will raise the government revenue 
by $45,000,000. Other approvals for rev- 
enue have to do with the consumption of 
tea, coffee and sugar by the general

The Chairman’s Address 


In making his opening address before 
the conference, Chairman Fayette R 
Plumb, of Philadelphia, stated that par- 
tial refunding of the national debt, which 
will have reached in excess of seven bil- 
lion dollars in the next two and a half 
years. though it would be a_e difficult 
operation, should be materially achieved 
before 1‘ The debt reduction cannot 
be made by increasing the already heavy 
tax burden, Mr. Plumb said, but must 
come from aé_ reduction of government 
expenditures through the strictest econ 
omy and “prompt agreement with tax- 
payers on the amount of back taxes not 
vet collected, so that the large amount 
of revenue lying in uncollected back 
tuxes can be turned into the treasury.” 
The repeal of taxes according to his rec- 
ommendations will cause a reduction of 
revenue of approximately one billion 
thirty-two million dollars, he said, and 
that his recommendations from which 
Congress may choose would total in rev- 
enue one billion, two hundred and ninety- 
three million dollars On this account, 
Mr. Plumb claimed for his recommenda- 
tions immunity from the charge that it 
was simply a destructive attack on the 
present “inequitable and uneconomic tax 
system, but a constructive attempt to 
show how the worst evils of the present 
tax system can be eliminated and what 
other taxes can be submitted, which, 
while raising an equivalent amount of 
revenue, will press less heavily upon the 
nation.” 

















Surtaxes on Incomes 


Professor Thomas S. Adams of Yale 
University and the United States Treas 
ury Department followed Mr. Plumb, ad 
dressing the conference on “A Partiul 
Abatement of Surtaxes on Income Saved 
and Re-Invested.” He discussed the ob- 
jections which had been raised to the 
committee's recommendation for such 
abatement and stated that the principle 
therein is attacked by both radicals and 
business men. ‘The former, he said, ob 
jected to it, because it reduces the taxes 
upon the rich, while the latter and con 
servatives object to it because it proposes 
to lay any tax on savings The recom 
mendation in question would limit sur 
taxes to 20 per cent. on that part of the 
income which is saved and invested in pro 
ductive industry, i. e. in business or prop 
erty the income from which is taxable 
Answering these critics of this recom- 
mendation, Dr. Adams said in part

rains during 1920, thus far, has 
exhibited an alarming decrease from 
figures for 1919. The 1 number of per- 
mits issued in 101 cities throughout the 
United States during 1920, numbered 
90 $54,369, as compared with the number 
of permits issued to the J same _ cities 
during 1919, which total 142,112,862. Al- 
together this decrease amounts to 36 
per cent. Notwithstanding this, the 
paint trade, in 1920, experienced one 
of the most successful years in its his- 
tory. This, in spite of transportation 
and labor difficulties. But leading pro- 
ducers state that even better conditions 
will come with building and will prevail 
for a long time. ; 

Business in most lines of the paint 
industry continue dull. with buyers 
carrying out their policy to stay out 
of the market until lower prices are 
quoted. On the other hand, however, 
the producers and manufacturers of 
mixed colors are maintaining their firm 
attitude and show little inclination to 
shade prices. The waiting policy of the 
consumer has resulted successfully in 
bringing down the prices for oil, rosin 
and turpentine, but the paint trade is 
affected less by the general slackening 
of business than most of the other in- 
dustries. No change was noted in the 
price of English vermilion, quicksilver 
at $1.40@1.45. Chrome yellow, chemically 
pure, stands at the price quoted last 
week, Iron blues remain steady at 90 
@%c, per pound. Foreign blues are 
meeting with little demand, and arrivals 
are irregular. Ultramarines continue in 
scarcity, with the market sold up for 
months ahead. Arrivals of Spanish 
browns have increased, but the price 
remains unchanged. A more generous 
movement of blacks into consuming 
channels is still in evidence, with prices 
the same as were quoted in the last 
report. Due to the decline of pig lead 
the position of the lead pigments is 
not any too steady. A reduction in 
price is looked for within the next two 
weeks. What falling off there has been 
up to the present, has been offset by 
the volume of new business and old 
orders which are yet to be filled 

Although producers of zine oxide ar 
engaged well ahead with orders, there 
seems to be some unsteadiness in the 
market, due to the drop in the price 
of spelter during the last few days 
Lithopone remains steady at last week's 
quotations, while barytes continue to 
have an upward trend, due to their 
Scarcity and advanced freight rates 
Blane fixe is still as short as before. 
and no relief is seen for the present, at 
least. Glue prices hold rather firmly 
a8 their demand is seasonable at pres 
ent.

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—The lead market has 
settled down to a period of dullness, 
following recent fluctuations, and 
prices show little difference from last 
week’s quotations. Buyers have pro- 
tected themselves by stocking up to 
cover immediate requirements, and 
most of the output is now moving to 
fill back orders. Reduction in the 
amount of lead produced at the mines 
is rapidly being effected, but in spite 
of this further drops in prices are pre- 
dicted. Producers of lead are of the 
opinion that a curtailment of domestic 
production would have the effect of 
absorbing the recent heavy shipments 
of lead and zine from abroad, without 
reducing the price further. Total ex- 
ports of lead for the month of Septem- 
ber were 988 tons, according to cus- 
tom house figures. Leading interests 
quote 7.20c. for New York and 6.80e. 
for St. Louis on spot delivery. At 
present domestic prices are about Me, 
higher than quotations for foreign lead. 
It is reported that offers of lead 
shipped from Germany are being made 
On the basis of 7e., duty paid. 

SPELTER.—Activity of the domestic 
market for spelter is now at a stand- 
still, with prices for spot New York 
being quoted at 7.30c. and spot St. 
Louis at 7.15e. The duty on exports 
from Germany to this country has been 
reduced from 8 per cent, to 5 per cent. 
ad valorem, and further shipments 
from that country are expected within 
the near future. Producers are effect- 
ing a curtailment of production § in 
hopes of the foreign zine shipments 
being absorbed by the market without 
further cuts in prices. Thus far six 
plants have been closed in Joplin by 
reason of strikes and other curtail- 
ments. Sales have shown a decrease 
of several thousand tons as a result. 
Producers say that it is easier to buy 
zine than to make it, and seem confi- 
dent that the low price level has been 
reached. According to figures at the 
custom house, exports for the month 
of September amounted to 1,719 tons. 


PIGMENTS 


BARYTES.—There continues to be 
an actual scarcity of this product on 
spot in the market. Inquiries are 
numerous, but producers are in a sold- 
up condition, which will keep them off 
the market for some time to come. 
Nominal prices continue to be quoted 
in most quarters on a basis of $35 per 
ton for the prime white and $25 per 
ton for the off color. A few producers 
at widely separated points still quote 
$30 per ton f. o. b. works. Manufac- 
turers of blane fixe, who are unable to 
increase their output at the present 
time, attribute this condition to their 
inability to obtain barytes The fact 
of their shortage tends to give barytes 
an upward trend. Although makers of 
floated barytes have made rapid strides 
in catching up with back orders, they 
are now confronted with a greatly in- 
creased demand, The railroad car 
situation has shown marked improve- 
ment during the past few weeks, but 
it is still far from being up to the 
pre-war standard. Very little of this 
item is now being imported, as a large 
percentage was a few years ago. and 
consumers are forced to depend on the 
domestic producers for their supplies. 
Competition between makers of litho- 
pone have forced up prices to a point 
thought impossible in the past

The complainants averred that sec- 
tions 5, 6, 9 and 10 of the Federal Trade 
Commission act are unconstitutional and 
void—(a) because beyond the powers 
vested in Congress by the Constitution 
(b) because they delegate to the com- 
mission legislative authority in violation 
of articles I and III, and amendment X 
of the Constitution; (¢) because the 
commission is empowered to define and 
determine what shall constitute an “un 
fair method of competition in  com- 


meree”; (d) because the act attempts 
to regulate intra, as well as interstate 
commerce, and (e) because the order 


and proceedings sought to be enjoined 
discriminates between persons engaged 
in the same line of business and takes

Not the Proper Remedy 


“Counsel urgently insist that injune 
tive relief be afforded to prevent the 
seizure and inspection of the complain- 
ant’s private papers, books and records 
showing their business transactions, re 
lating to the subject under investigation 
While, undoubtedly, the relief sought may 
sometimes be afforded by injunction. still 
it does not seem to the court the proper 
remedy here, where the enforcement of 
the orders sought to be enjoined, are ex- 
clusively within the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals Wilson v 
Lambert, 168 U. S. 611, 618. From this 
court’s action, as well in refusing as 
granting an injunction (Jud. Code, Sec 
129). an appeal lies direct to that court 
and it, or a judge thereof, would doubt 
less stay proceedings sought to be en- 
joined, where the appeal was from an 
order refusing an injunction. if in the 
judgment of the court, such action should 
be necessary to meet the ends of justice 

“For the reasons stated, and the court 
being further of opinion that the commis- 
sion acted entirely within its rights, of 
and concerning a matter liable to in- 
juriously affect commerce, doth decline 
to grant the injunction prayed for.”

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There has been a very wide varia- 
tion in values for domestic flaxseed. 
Advances of 25 to 30 cents per bushel, 
followed by similar declines, linseed 
oil has been strong or weak in sym- 


pathy with seed, but values have not 
shown the same extreme prices. The 
weakness of food grains has affected 
the price of seed to some extent, but 
the bearish view of the situation is 
that crops have been good the world 
over. Prospects for a good market in 
Argentina have increased with the 
period of fine weather now prevalent 
in that country. Exports from Buenos 
Ayres continue as heavy as ever in 
spite of the fact that domestic seed 
has declined to such a point that it 
was cheaper for the Western crushers 
to buy the local variety than the im- 
ported seed. The trend of the domes- 
tic flaxseed market is still downward, 
and Duluth seed for October, which 
was quoted at $3.03 at the beginning 
of the week, has dropped to $2.80, 
while the November seed is quoted at 
$2.80 also, as against $3.01 a week ago. 


There were 760,000 bushels of flax- 
seed shipped to this country from 
Buenos Ayres during the week. The 
Argentine market has exhibited a 
weaker tone and indications point to- 
wards still further reductions. Large 
amounts of Argentine seed are arriv- 
ing in New York and also afloat. Ar- 
gentine values have not followed our 
extreme changes. It is too high to 
compete with the Western mills and 
domestic is too high to meet Argentine 
values in New York. 


Crushers have been quoting cost or 
less basis. the lowest seed prices, with 
not much business in sight. Many 
mills are idle and all active mills are 
reducing their output. There is prac- 
tically no demand for the by-product 
and the volume of this is so large that 
few mills have more than a few weeks’ 
storage capacity. It does not seem 
that there is much of an accumulation 
of oil in the mills nor seed in the 
Western mills. With the British coal 
strike situation somewhat improved, 
the seed markets on the Continent are 
holding steady. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 20, 1920. 


The demand for flaxseed in the local 
market is fair and receipts are liberal. 
During the past week they were the 
heaviest on the crop, but well taken care 
of by the elevator companies. Crushers 
were poor buyers because they were get- 
ting few oil orders and their shipping 
directions on o]d contracts were poor. 
Elevators can earn a carrying charge by 
buying and hedging in the December 
future, on which basis the seed is bought. 

Considerable of the seed arriving on 
the market and being sold at present is 
stored with the elevator companies, but 
the farmers are selling some of their 
supply. Montana is shipping some seed 
at present and there is a fair North Da- 
kota movement Most of the supply, 
however, is coming from Southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota. 

Last week it was reported that a num- 
ber of cars of Manchurian seed were in 
transit for this market, but so far none 
of them have arrived. No bids have been 
offered for this seed on the arrive basis. 

Canadian seed is still held at a high 
price compared with local] bids and there 
is no trade. There has been some talk 
of taking off the duty on Canadian seed, 
which would enable the crushers here to 
buy it, but the source of the report has 
not been disclosed. With the flaxseed 
market at its present level and oil buying 
poor, it is very doubtful whether any-at- 


tempt will be made to take off the duty. 
The farmers are sore enough now about 
the damage to market done by Canadian 
wheat

REPORT ON

OIL PAINT AND ODORUG REPORTER 


HARDWOOD LUMBER CASE ARGUED 
BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT 


Hearing of Important Suit in Which Linseed Oil Men Are Inter- 


ested—If Government Wins Many Proceedings 
Will Be Started 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 21, 1920. 

Arguments in the hardwood lumber 
case, involving the legality of the open 
price competition plan, so-called, were 
heard today before the United States Su- 
preme Court. G. Carroll Todd. former 
assistant to the Attorney General, and 
Gen. L. C. Boyle, of this city, appeared 
for the lumber interests and Henry S. 
Mitchell, assistant Attorney General, for 
the Department of Justice. The case 
reached the Supreme Court on appeal by 
the lumbermen from the lower Federal 
Court’s decision at Memphis holding that 
the open price competition plan consti- 
tuted a conspiracy in restraint of trade 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The case is of special interest to 
the linseed oil industry and other indus- 
tries, which have institutes or trade as- 
sociations that collect, distribute, publish 
and exchange information and statistics 
about prices, market conditions, sales, 
demand, shipments, etc. 

The consensus expressed after the ar- 
guments, which lasted for four hours 
was that the Government had made a 
poor showing in the presentation of its 
case, and questions asked by members 
of the court indicated that it thought the 
Government’s case weak. Mr. Mitchell, 
who, with Judge Ames, since resigned 
from the Department of Justice, handled 
the hardwood case for the Government 
at Memphis, was virtually cross-exam- 
ined by Justices on the bench today. Mr. 
Mitchell did the best he could, with the 
assistance of Solicitor General W. L. 
Frierson, who counseled with him in the 
courtroom 

Mr. Todd. in opening for the appel- 
lants, discussed the law principally, and 
he was asked many questions showing 
the intense interest of the court in the 
case General Boyle closed for the ap- 
pellants with a discussion of the facts, 
which tend to show that the small num- 
ber of hardwood concerns in the open 
price competition plan, compared with 
the total number of sawmills. could have 
little effect upon the market even if they 
did agree on prices ;

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Notwithstanding further decline in 
the linseed oil market, there is no ur- 
gent demand in sight, and not much 
prospect of that happening unless con- 
sumers reduce the prices of their 
products and create a market. A 
sharp demand would find small stocks 
in the tanks of the crushers. In the 
values of domestic flaxseed, there have 
been wide variations since the last re- 
port. Advances of 25c. and 350c. per 
bushel, followed by similar declines, 
linseed oil has been strong or weak in 
sympathy with seed, but values have 
not shown the same extreme prices. 
For some time it was thought that 
when linseed oil prices declined to $1 
a gallon, there would be an active 
buying demand. Now, when linseed 
oil is being quoted on the New York 
market at $1.02 per gallon, there is 
probably less demand than when oil 
prices were higher. Futures are dif- 
ficult and it is hard to get a flat quota- 
tion, but it may be all the way from 
97c. to $1. 

Since the last report, there has been 
a gradual decline on the New York 
market for cottonseed oil, which has 
become more pronounced in nearby de- 
liveries. At one time October delivery 
sold as low os $10.85 and November at 
$11.20, and owing to the lack of spot 
demand the weakness of nearby de- 
liveries was right along in evidence. 
Farmers in the South are continuing to 
bring their seed to market despite 
warnings and burning of gins by night- 
riding bands. Not a great deal of at- 
tention is being paid by them to that 
sort of action, and because of the 
stringency of money in that section, 
the farmers will find it necessary to sell 
regardless of price. The English mar- 
ket is trending downward and prices 
for Hull refined have dropped 9 shill- 
ing below last week’s closing price 
while Egyptian crude has declined 10 
shillings for the same period. 

The other vegetable oils were weak- 
er in the period under review. China- 
wood oil was offered at lc. lower in 
the local market, and quotations at the 
Pacific Coast were similarly affected. 

Palm oil showed the usual weakness 
that was developed in soap oils, de- 
clining in some grades ‘4c. 

Coconut oil sales at 12%c. per pound, 
tanks, Pacific Coast, were un- 
confirmed in the last few days of 
trading, but offering prices were made 
at that figure. 

Peanut oil slumped fractionally, and 
there was a dearth of inquiry. Soya 
bean oil also declined slightly, and 
there was a conviction in the trade that 
prices had about reached the lowest 
level to be expected. 

Lard was irregular in the last few 
days of trading, and it regained what 
it had lost. There appeared to be a 
good interest in spot goods. Tallow 
was in a poor condition, and buyers 
were out to pay 8c. for city special in 
returnable drums. Sales of edible in 
tierces were made at 134%c. Greases 
also were dull 

Menhaden oil buyers and sellers con- 
tinued at logger heads. The stocks of 
Northern oil are depleted. The situ- 
ation in pressed oil is not any better. 
Animal oils are not active. 


LINSEED OIL 


The slowing down of business in 
various directions is responsible for a 
further decline in linseed oil, for near- 
by deliveries. There is no telling when 
this condition will change, but until 
there is some demand for oil there is 
very little to sustain the market, and 
it must decline until a reaction sets in, 

To figure out market conditions as 
represented by crop statistics is a 
Herculean task, but for future refer- 
ence it should be borne in mind that 
the Argentine official estimate is given 
as about 37 million bushels, against 41 
million bushels the past year. It is 
estimated that Canada will produce 
about 7 million bushels, of which about 
4 million will be exportable. It would 
seem that there will be enough flax 
to take care of all the demand the com- 
ing year, with a United States crop 
of 10 million bushels net, Canada 4 mil- 
lion bushels net and Argentine within 
5 million bushels of last year. From 
the total of 41 million bushels produced 
in Argentine the past year, so far, 20 
million have been imported into this 
country. The present requirements of 
the United States are from 26 to 30 
million bushels. November-December 
oil is obtainable at from 95c. to $%7c., 
while futures, January farward, are ob- 
tainable from 9$7c. to $1 in car load 
lots, cooperage direct from ships’ 

At the present time buyers are dis- 
interested and there seems to be no 
immediate prospects for a turn in the 
tide.

The price of prime summer yellow 9 
the New York market for cottonses 
oil has been steadily downward, wit 
the exception of a moderate reactior 
on two days since our last report.

The hedge sales 
of cottonseed oil is probably due to the 
decline of the cotton market to 20 cents 
per pound. But there are also othe 
factors to be considered as discourag- 
ing for prospects of a rise. They are 
chiefly, the unsettled political ani 
difficult financial position of Europe 
and more lately the crisis in banking 
affairs at Havana, and reports of un- 
satisfactory conditions at Amsterdam 
Until a considerable portion of the 
cotton crop, including its by-products 
are disposed of, it is not thought that 
the efforts of the South to secure assis- 
tance of the United States Government 
to favor that section with loans for the 
purpose of holding prices, will have 
much effect. - 

The situation in Europe is stil] such 
that conditions are against an active 
export demand, and while the market 
has recovered from its decline for low 
this week, there does not seem to 
much upon which to build confidenc 
for permanent advance, Crude cotton 
oil is about a cent lower at the mills 
and 8% cents is quoted for the loo: 
material at the mills in the soutl- 
eastern States. Prime summer yellow 
is quoted in New York at 12 cents per 
pound.

CHINAWOOD OIL.—The market in 
this oil weakened in the period, and

Crop reports on the new nuts will be 
obtained in about two or three weeks 
from the present writing, and oil pro- 
duction will begin as usual in the early 
part of next year. Supplies in this 
field are heavy, and with the Chinese 
tae] as low as $1, buyers are not in a 
receptive mood. Those who require 
stocks in the coming wet ks are re- 
stricting purchases to the minimum. 
One thousand tons of oil recently re- 
ceived at the Pacifie coast by a handler 
with offices in this city, were sold prior 
to the arrival of the shipment, or before 
it was placed aboard the vessel.

COCONUT OIL.—The oil market has 
weakened, and buyers are hard to find. 
The soapmaking and edible oil people 
are not trading much these days, and 
it looks as if conditions will not be 
improved until the election has been 
held. Domestic oil producers are not 
disposed to pay the high prices: for oil 
on account of the low price oil com- 
mands at present. Basis 5 per cent. 
maximum 7 per cent. oil, sellers’ tanks, 
Pacific coast, was quoted at 12%@13c. 
per pound, various positions; coco, 
edible in barrels, 16c.; Cochin imported 
in casks, 16%4¢c.; Ceylon type of oil, 
15%c. per pound. All but the oil quoted 
in sellers’ tanks, are for stocks offered 
locally. Seventy tons of Cochin im- 
ported was quoted at 15%c. per pound, 
f. 0. b. Pacific coast. Ceylon there, 
14%e. 

COPRA.—Singapore sundried to ar- 
rive at New York was quoted at 9%c. 
per pound, November shipment, but 
buyers’ ideas were lower than that in 
sympathy with the price oil is quoted 
at here and elsewhere. Crushers of 
copra are not doing much with it these 
days, especially in countries which de- 
pend upon distant primary sources. 
Japan, for instance, imported one-half 
the quantity of copra for eight months 
ending in August, compared with a 
similar period of 1918. Mills are crush- 
ing copra in primary markets, and that 
has been found a satisfactory method as 
against the one of producing oil from 
stocks shipped from remote places. 
South Sea sundried stock is quoted at 
8%c. per pound f. o. b. Pacific coast, 
and 94%c. per pound is asked for fair 
quality, c. i. f. New York. 

CORN OIL.—This market is some- 
what steady, maintaining itself partly 
because of the light stocks, which has 
been a condition characteristic of the 
market. The past two months, how- 
ever, have been record ones, for low 
productions, on account of the lack of 
buying of primary products of corn. 
Demand for oil has been good, despite 
the falling off in demand for other 
products of corn, and makers of oil find 
themselves in receipt of orders that 
cannot be filled by their own people.

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The soap- 
making and the edible products trade 
have shown little disposition to absorb 
stocks, and the market weakened frac- 
tionally during the week. The han- 
dlers of this oil have experienced a 
poor week, but the opinion prevails in 
this quarter that the bottom has been 
reached. Whether that is so or not, 
the’ next few weeks will demonstrate 
it.

TEA OIL.—A few sales were recorded to 
paint men during the week at 15\%c., while 
sellers’ tanks lots were still offered at the old 
level of 144%c. One firm is in control of spot 
stocks here at this time. 

COCONUT OIL.—Absence of stocks led to 
quietness on this oil during the past week, but 
enough buyer interest was manifest to war- 
rant upholding of previous prices It was 
also noted that big factors in the trade are 
bidding more freely on stock for December 
delivery, so that increased sales on this di- 
vision may be looked for. The close of this 
week showed spot stock in sellers’ tanks offer- 
ing at 15%:@16c. on Manila and 14@15%c. for 
Japanese, while c. i. f. quotations held at 
144@15c. for Manila oil and 14@144%c. on 
Japanese. The bids on December delivery, as 
reported, showed tops of 15%c. on Manila and 
14c. for Japanese oil while holders’ ideas 
were higher than this in every instance. 

COPRA.—There was an easier spot market 
to report on copra for this past week, but 
this was the result of a sympathetic reaction 
rather than any actual sales which were 
closed here The range shaded off at the 
close 4c. higher to 8%4@84c., while the c. i.

Postofice Department Charges 
Fraud in “Dad” Parry’s 


Remedies for Diseases 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1920, 


\ fraud order has been issued by the 
postoffice Department against the Parry 
Medicine Co., of Pittsburgh. Pa., deny- 
ing it the use of the mails. A_ report 
submitted by Solicitor Lamar of the 
Postoffice Department upon the case, 
which was based upon a hearing given 
representatives of the concern, says the 
Parry Medicine Co. was incorporated in 
Ohio and organized to handle the reme- 
dies of L. L. Parry, president of the 
company, Who was self-styled “Dad 
Parry, the Healer,” and the “Miracle 
Man.” The gross revenue of the con- 
cern is stated to have been $290,000 up 
to August 3, 1920. 

The Parry remedies, it was_ stated, 
onsist of fourteen separate and distinct 
medicines, which sold for the uniform 
price of $1.56 per 6 2/2 ounce bottle. 
vhich was to be taken all at one time 
t the rate of one bottle per week. 

The department states that each of the 
uleged remedies contains one-fourth 
leohol, one-fourth water, and one-half 
live oil, to which is added from one to 
four drops each of a number of vege- 
table oils, in different combinations or 
singly. The following gives the num- 
ber of the several medicines, the oils each 
ontains and the diseases it was claimed

Palm Oil Prominent in Liverpool's 
Exports to U. S. During August 


Liverpool's declared exports to the 
United States during August had an ag- 
gregate value of $3,923.609, the princi- 


pal items being :—Leather soles, $739,- 
193; ferromanganese, $592,760; palm 
oil, $353,558; fertilizer other than bone 


meal, $298,892; bone-meal fertilizer, 
$182,201; tungsten, $170.407 ; crude 
cocoa, $143,408; brattice cloth, $142,783; 
jute manufacturers, $133,535; and _ tin 
blocks, ete., $107,419, says Consul Ho- 
race Lee Washington at Liverpool. 

Declared exports to the Philippine Is- 
lands totaled $23.634 during the month 
and to the Hawaiian Island $146; there 
were none to the Virgin Islands or Porto 
Rico. Returned American goods were 
valued at $749,370. 





Properties of Perilla Oil Described in 
Booklet by H. A. Gardner and 
P. C. Holdt 


The Keducational Bureau, Scientific 
Section, of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the U. S., have issued a 
booklet in which H. A. Gardner and P. 
C. Holdt describe perilla oil, its charac- 
teristics, properties, and adaptation to 
the paint and varnish industries. They 
pressed the perilla oil from seed pro- 
cured in China and Japan and from seed 
obtained from the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. They found the oil satisfactory 
for many purposes and a wider usage is 
expected. 


Experiments Made with Chia Seed Oil 
from Mexico Expressed at Wash- 
ington Laboratory 


Henry A. Gardner and P. C. Holdt, of 
Washington. have issued a _ bulletin re- 
garding their experiments with chia seed 
or salvia hispanica, from which they 
made oil at their Washington labora- 
tory They obtained the seed from Mex- 
ico and state that, “with the customary 
steaming of the seed as in the manufac- 
ture of linseed oil from flax, a cake con- 
taining as low as 5 per cent. of oil 
might be produced.” 


Copra Estates Increase in Dutch East 


Indies Says Netherland Government 


By the end of 1919 the number of 
copra estates in the Dutch East Indies 
has been increased from 226 to 365, says 
the Netherland Indian Government in- 
telligence office. This increase had taken 
place principally in the province of Ba- 
tavia in Java, and on the islands of Ter- 
nate, Ambon. and Celebes. "As so many 
plantations are young the difference in 
figures for planted and productive area 
is rather important. 

The crop reported was for 1918 11,480,000 
nuts plus 1,067,000 kilos copra; 1919, 18,258,000 
nuts plus 2.965.000 kilos copra 

Only 221 estates specialize in the cul- 
tivation of coconuts, other estates com- 
bine them with the growing of other 
products.

Ruling on Liquor Withdrawal

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22, 1920. 

Permits for the withdrawal of intoxi- 
cating liquor must be verified by the 
warehouseman by communication with 
the State prohibition director before such 
permits are honored, according to ‘lrea- 
sury decision 3079, just issued by _ the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. This 
governs all such transactions on and 
after October 18. The new ruling also

Bureau of Labor Statistics Says 





Drugs and Chemicals In- 
creased 234 Per Cent. 


Wholesale prices of many important 
commodities continued downward in Sep- 
tember, according to information’ col- 
lected by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
of the U. S. Department of Labor in 
representative markets of the country. 
The decline in the general price level 
from August to September as measured 
by the bureau’s weighted index number, 
in which each commodity has an influ- 
ence proportionate to its importance in 
the country’s markets, was 3.2 per cent. 

Farm products and foods again 
showed substantial price recessions, the 
decrease in each group being over 5 per 
cent. Cloths and clothing showed a still 
greater decrease, with a drop of over 
7 per cent. from the August level. In 
the group of building materials the de- 
crease was over 3 per cent. Smaller de- 
creases were recorded for metals and 
miscellaneous commodities, the latter 
group including, among others, such im- 
portant articles as bran, cottonseed meal 


and oil, millfeed, fertilizer materials. 
jute, rubber, paper and wood pulp. 
Fuel and lighting materials, as in the 


preceding month, continued upward, with 


an average increase of 6 per cent. over 
August prices Chemicals and drugs

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Price det lines continued the feature 
of drug market developments- if price 
declines can still be called a feature. 
Certainly they have been in progress 
Jong and steady enough to cause them 
to lose a feature interest, and this de- 
spite the fact that government statisti- 
cians in recently issued figures report 
the drug and chemicals markets as 
showing a 2 per cent. advance during 
the month of September. See editorial 
comment in this issue of the Reporter. 

During the past week, drugs and 
pharmaceuti¢ als, crude drugs, and es- 
gential oils declined 6.2 points. The 
first named registered a position 1.4 
lower; the sé cond, 3.3, and the last, 1.5 
points. The pressure of bearish factors 
has been continuous, and both manu- 
factured and raw material items have 
felt the stricture which brought the 
above net declines for the entire mar- 
ket. 

Despite the steady progress toward 
more sane and legitimate levels, there 
has been found the supreme optimist 
who issued a statement somewhat as 
follows: —“ Business is in a very healthy 
condition and everybody is willing to 
puy. It is just a case of offering buyers 
something that will make it worth their 
while and tempt their better business 
judgment.” 

If it were only possible to agree! But 
to the average business man it is diffi- 
cult to bring forward facts that point 
to business being healthy and every- 
pody being disposed to buy. The fact 
is that buying has stopped. Where a 
year ago the office personnel in most 
business houses was working overtime 
in an effort to start orders through the 
factory, now the same concerns are 
finding time hanging heavy on hands 
nothing more than idle and longing for 
some real business, 

The leading developments in the drug 
and pharmaceutical division came in 
merecurials and quicksilver. These were 
sharply cut in price by the leading fac. 
tors in each material. The movement 
on the part of the leading sales agents 
for American metal was somewhat de- 


ceptive, as their reduction of $10 per 
flask simply brought them level with 
the market as ruling at the close of the 


previous period Mercurial prepara- 
tions received the sharpest cut in price 
on record for some time past. Calomel 
was dropped twelve cents per pound, 
and all the group was reduced in pro- 
portion. Following so close on the re- 
cent revisions, that of the past week 
proved something of a surprise to those 
who did not know that mercury was 
being offered at $60 a flask when the 
mine’s agents were quoting $70 per 
flask. 

Crude drugs were dull and sunk in a 
sink of despond which even the most 
cheerful had to admit was deep and 
dark. There is a general absence of 
demand on the part of consumers in 
spite of all advices to the effect of 
shortages in American crudes and un- 
certainty as concerns the foreign ma- 
terials. Even bargain offerings receive 
little attention, and several sellers 
stated that they did not believe that 
buyers could be enticed into the mar- 
ket no matter what the price. Of 
course, there was a jobbing request of 
buyers forced in for supplies, but such 
purchases were of a hand-to-mouth 
character which barely kept abreast 
with the progress of ovearhead ex- 
penses, 

Statistically, there are many Ameri- 
can crudes which might be pointed 
out as sound in position. Collection 
has not been generally large or ade- 
quate, and crude sellers in some cases 
Say prices cannot come down. But 
despite this, one frank expression of 
opinion has it that there is no such 
thing as “cannot” at this time. Pri- 
mary market sellers have not the 
money to carry supplies indefinitely, 
and at present bank loans are about 
as hard a thing to negotiate success- 
fully as any business can be. If buy- 
ers do not come, something must give 
way, and while the market will in no 
measure collapse, conservative spot 
opinion holds that the trend will be 
generally toward lower prices. 

Essential oils were featured by a 
sharp upturn in bergamot oil. Price 
movements on the whole were down- 
ward owing to the restricted business 
of the moment and the steady decline 
M primary market quotations. In 
bergamot, the market has simply re- 
tuned to a parity with replacement 
costs, the return being due to absorp- 
Hon of low priced holdings, and hence 
firmer views being held. Domestic 
oils are in uncertain position, but 
Probably will receive some readjust- 
ment in the future. 

The above summary may seem pes- 
Simistic in extreme. It is simply a 
anoere attempt to scrape away any 
48e notion on the part of anyone that 
business is healthy and everybody is 
Willing to buy.” Offers that are made

PERFUME GOODS 


Government Will Relieve Horti- 
culturists and Distillers of 


Essences from Taxation 


Development ef Italian perfume indus- 
try is projected on an organized scale. 
To this end, surveys are being built as 
to Italian production of raw materials 
und tue extent to which this can be in- 
creased by intensive and concentrated 
measures. Official support has been ren- 
dered by the Italian Government through 
decrees N. 1915 of 17-11-18 and N. 683 
of 17-3-19 through which horticulturists 
and distillers of essences will be exempt 
from taxation for a long time. 


Completed investigations show the cli- 
mute of Italy to be entirely favorable 
for production of floral materials used 
in the perfumery business. In South 
ltaly the sunny and mild climatic con- 
ditions make possible extensive cultiva- 
tion of flowers on the scale developed in 
France Also it is found that the moun- 
tainous regions will grow aromatic 
plants such as thyme, lavender, mint, 
and juniper, In fact, there is a large 
natural growth in such regions now and 
extensive cultivation can be made _ to 
produce yields sufficient to supply Ital- 
ian perfumes 


Good Production of Raw Material 


Investigation proved that there exists 
already a good production of raw mate- 
rial perfume basis. Larger and intensi- 
fied culture is projected to the end that 
jtalian perfumers may enter commercial 
competition with the French and Ger- 
man industries—and this includes both 
natural and synthetic materials. 


In both the Ligurian Rivieres the cul- 
ture of sweet scented flowers can be in- 
tensified to the end that perfumers in 
Italy may secure adequate stocks of 
uceia, lily of the valley, mignonette, nar- 
cissus, hyacinth, jasmine, violet, and the 
tuberose. In Western Ligurian Riviera 
and especially in Ventimiglia, sordig- 
hera, Ospedaletti, San Remo, and Taggia 
the culture of roses and violets in spe- 
cial manner has reached a considerable 
extension, 

Italy exports half a million kilos an 
nually of roses to France, and despite 
this. there exists in Milan factories which 
produce an acceptable quality of essence. 
Mint cultivation is noted at Pancalieri, 
S. Antoniox di Susa, Azeglio (lvera), 
Fenestrelle (Pinerolo), and Afforl (Mi- 
lan), the annual output being consider- 
ible and of high quality Iixports in 
ivls totaled above a million Italian 


Production of Essences 


Success in production of bergamot, 
lemon, and orange essences in Sicily and 
Calabria leuds the Italian trade to be- 
lieve that eventually it may receive a 
just portion of the perfumery business 
now mostly held by France. As indica- 
tive of what intensive cultivation can do 
in Italy. the following figures on lemon, 
orange, and bergamot oils are submitted.

For the 
past several weeks prices have steadily 
declined, and this week’s quotations 
show another slight drop from those 
of last. The spot price for the week is 
down to $2.90@3 for resales per 100 
pounds, while futures have declined to 
$3@3.40 per 100 pounds. Figures for- 
warded by the Association of Nitrate 
Producers of Valparaiso, Chile, to he 
made publie, show the total August 
production of 4,896,969 Spanish quin- 
tals of 101.4 nounds each. The exports 
for that month amounted to 4.052.575 
quintals. The 1920 increase in the pro- 
duction of nitrate of soda over the pro- 
duction in 1919 was 10,801.169 quintals 
while the exportation increase was 
$3.382.411 quintals over 1919 figures. 
The stock of nitrate in the hands of the 
Allied governments and contracted for 
by them on account of the war, has 
heen generally liquidated by them and 
the trade is now on the basis of normal 
supply and demand. 


PHOSPHATES 

ACID PHOSPHATES.—Market con- 
ditions remain practically unchanged, 
as present quotations stand for basis

Although acid phosphates are being 
more freely offered by producers, buy- 
ers are still inclined to stay out of the 
market except for such small amounts 
as are absolutely necessary.

The decline in the volume of orders 

being received today as compared with 
those of a year ago is extreme. Offi- 
cials of large firms dealing in inter- 
mediates state that at this time last 
year they were forced to work nights 
in order to keep up with the tide of 
inquiries then coming in. At the pres- 
ent time it is difficult for them to find 
sufficient work to occupy them during 
the day. 

The market for crudes is generally 
firm, as it is largely controlled by pro- 
ducers. These are sold up in many in- 
stances for the balance of the year or 
else are able to offer only limited sup- 
plies in the general market. For the 
few crudes that are in demand prices 
ure holding steadily and show no dis- 
yosition to weaken. There is a good 
demand for solvent naphtha. Supplies 
of crudes in the hands of resellers are 
negligible. 

There has been no improvement in 
the dye situation. Reports of the clos- 
ing of more mills in the vicinity of 
Paterson have been received. With so 
many mills closed or running on part 
time only, the demand for colors has 


shrunk to such an extent that one 
prominent dealer here said that the 
lemand was less than 45 per cent. 


what it was last year. The importa- 
tion of foreign colors also is having a 
disastrous effect on business here, as 
tis possible to bring in high grade 
chrome colors and vat colors at prices 
vhich are simply prohibitive to the 
manufacture of those colors in this 
ountry. A case in point was where 
some vat yellow had been brought in 
‘ecently and sold at prices far below

Government agents con- 
tinue to quote 12c. per pound for what 
supplies they offer. Some makers have 
been quoting as high as 15c. per pound, 
but it is doubtful that any business was 
done at this level with so much cheaper 
goods easily obtainable. 

TOLUOL.—Pure toluol does not show 
any change. Manufacturers quote 35c. 
per gallon and the usual business on 
contracts is being done. Lower prices 
for spot goods are quoted, but the in- 
quiries in this direction have been of

Aside 
from manufacturers, activity in this

XYLOL.—Xylol is lower as a result 
of the lack of demand and the general 
quietness ruling in this section of the 
market. At the easier price levels pre- 
vailing now the usual consumptive 
trade to meet immediate requirements 
and to fill old orders is being trans- 
acted, The pure is quoted at 42c. per 
gallon to 45c. per gallon, while the com- 
mercial is holding more firmly at 35c.

ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—There is a 
firmer tone to this item, and prices do 
not seem to be so easy as are the 
prices of some of the other interme- 
diates in the list. teductions have 
not been marked to as great a degree, 
probably in view of the fact that there 
is a good, quiet, steady trade passing, 
which. while not marked by any ex- 
ceptionally heavy orders, is yet of fair 
proportions. The refined is available 
at $1.50 per pound to $1.60 per pound, 
and the crude is being absorbed at 
prices ranging from $1.20 per pound to 
$1.30 per pound. The offerings in the 
hands of resellers seem to have been 
largely disposed of, as there is ap- 
parently no great quantity available in 
this direction any longer. 

ALPHA NAPHTHYLAMINE. 
While the demand for alpha naphthyla- 
mine is fair, still supplies are in excess 
of requirements, and plenty can be had 
at low figures.

ANILINE OIL.—The demand for 
aniline oil is not equal to the sup- 
plies that are offered, and a firm mar- 
ket is hardly possible in the face of 
such circumstances.

“prices of extracts are holding at firm 
levels as manufacturers find it difficult 
to obtain large supplies of raw mate- 
rial for their manufacture, and are 
keeping their prices steady as a re- 
sult, Some small lot trading has been 
done at reduced prices, and general 
revisions along this line will probably 
materialize before very long. But price 
reductions do not mean an increase in 
business, and it is doubtful if there 
would be any improvement in demand 
even if prices were considerably lower 
than they are. Tanneries are largely 
closed or running on only part time, 
and other industries formerly absorb- 
ing quantities of these materials are 
also at the low ebb of activity, so that 
it is not likely there will be any change 
for the better until there has been a 
picking up in these trades. 

The starch group is quiet and fur- 
ther changes have not been announced 
so far, but the market continues weak. 

Detailed reports of the important

ACETATE OF SODA.—Some acetate 
of soda was available during the past 
week at better than lle. per pound, 
which was the former level.

TIN CRYSTALS.—Producers' are 
quoting 40c. per pound to 4lc. per 
pound for crystals. The market is 
holding quite steady around, these 
levels and there is a moderate inquiry, 
although the volume of actual busi- 
ness passing is very slight, and prices 
are being made accordingly. 

ZINC DUST.—Prime dust is not 
plentiful in the local market, and the 
feeling is firm in consequence. In- 
ferior goods is available, but the dif- 
ference in price is so slight as to make 
the prime goods most desirable. The 
present ruling quotation for the prime 
dust is 12c. per pound. The demand is 
limited, but there is a firm feeling felt 
throughout the market. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS 


ALBUMEN.—tThere has been no im- 
provement in egg products during the 
period, recent heavy arrivals still hav- 
ing a detrimental effect on the mar- 
ket. Imports have been cut of late 
but this has not helped the situation 
greatly, as the demand is not equal to 
absorbing all the stocks that have been 
offered. It was hoped that there would 
be a better demand for albumen, so 
that the market would get cleaned up 
of the surplus that hung over it. The 
surplus still exists, and the market is 
weak and dull. Spot goods was of- 
fered during the week at T70c. per 
pound, which is now the general ask- 
ing price. Blood and vegetable grades 
have not yet reappeared and are not 
quoted. 

ANNATTO.—Fine seed can be had 
freely at 30c. to 32c. per pound. Com- 
mon annatto is from 4c. per pound to 
5e. per pound, but there is little in- 
quiry for it. Selling pressure exerted 
in some quarters has weakened the 
market, and the tone is not nearly so 
firm as it was a short while back. 

ARCHIL.—So little business has 
been done in archil during the past 
week that it is hardly possible to call 
it a market. Prices are weaker, and 
the tone is unsettled. There are mod- 
erate supplies on hand. but there is no 
demand reported, and dullness reigns. 
Price levels are not very fixed in the 
face of the depressing circumstances 
surrounding the market. The double 
extract is quoted at 23c. per pound to 
26c. per pound, while the concentrated 
is 32c. per pound to 35c. per pound. 

BARWOOD.— Large supplies are 
available locally, but the market is 
dragging under the absence of buying 
interest.

It is 
not a question of what President de la Huerta says 
or what President-elect Alvaro Obregon says or 
what Roberto V. Pesqueira says or what anyone 
else says. It is a question answered by the count 
of the oil barrels. 

Whatever may be the future of Mexico, its pres- 
ent is so entirely dependent upon the oil industry 
that the government can no more go ahead without 
the oil industry than an army can fight without food. 
The tax on the exports of petroleum is what Mexico 
depends upon to keep the machinery of the govern- 
ment supplied with fuel. Without this source of in- 
come no government in Mexico could function.

The bulk of the exports is, of course, ordinary 
crude and fuel oil, and the export tax on this sort of 
oil figures out just about $1 a barrel in American 
money. 

General Obregon will take office as President of 
Mexico on December |. If oil exports run as heavy 
as they promise to, the new administration can de- 
pend upon an easily collectable revenue of about 
$20,000,000 a month—not Mexican, but Ameri- 
can, dollars. 

The success or failure of the new administration 
will depend upon the exports of oil, and it is safe to 
assume that no one understands this better than does 
Alvaro Obregon. Like all Mexican leaders, General 
Obregon has many active enemies, but even they 
would not suggest that the president-elect of our 
sister republic has any of that sort of ruthlessness 
that would suggest to his mind the killing of a goose 
that lays golden eggs.

It is very evident that no other nation is going to 
get ahead of the United States in the development 
of the oil resources of Central and South America. 
In the very interesting report of the petroleum in- 
dustry in Colombia, published in last week's issue of 
the Reporter, a list was given of the companies which 
“have manifested an interest in the petroleum re- 
sources of Colombia, either by acquisition of prop- 
erty through purchase, lease or concession, by ex- 
ploration or by resident observation.” This list in- 
cludes twenty-eight American companies and seven

ate under old concessions are placed in a position that 
makes them disinclined to attempt to proceed with 
development work. Fortunately, some of the Amer- 
ican companies are operating under rights obtained 
by virtue of old concessions. This is another matter, 
however. The laws of Colombia apply to other oil 
companies as well as those of this country. They 
interfere with all, and if they are amended and 
made more liberal, all will receive the same ad- 
vantage. 

The point is that leading American companies 


have thoroughly prospected the Colombian fields.

The list of those who have manifested their interest 
in oil prospects in that country is most impressive. It 
includes the Standard Oil Co., Sinclair Oil Co., Ohio 
Cities Gas Co., the Carib Syndicate, the Gulf Oil 
& Transport Co., the Guffey-Gillespie Oil Co., the 
Union Oil Co. of California, the Tropical Oil Co. 


and many others. 


These great companies are not interested in Colom- 
bia fields alone. They are interested in oil wher- 
ever found. They are prospecting all the countries 
of the western world where there are any indications 
of oil. They are willing to prospect the entire world 
if given the opportunity to do so. 


American interests are already producing oil in 
considerable quantities in Colombia, in spite of all 
the obstacles in the way of a proper development of 
the resources of that country. They will find oil in 
any country where oil exists, if given the right to 
drill. No one else knows as much about drilling for 
oil. When it was desired to drill in England, Amer- 
ican drillers were sent for. Since the birth of the 
oil industry this country has had every controlling 
factor in the business. No other nation has the ex- 
perience in the oil business that ours has. The enter- 
prise of the American oil man is proverbial. He not 
only wants to drill in Colombia and all over South 
America, but he wants to drill in Persia and Meso- 
potamia and in the bottom of the Hudson River. 


It has been discovered that the laws of Colombia 
are not favorable to oil explorers. England 1s trying 
to keep American oil men out of Persia and Meso- 
potamia. Difficulties have even been encountered in 
securing the right to bore in the bottom of the Hud- 
son River. The American oil man is accustomed to 
meeting with obstacles. The enterprise that will send 
a tube down more than a mile: into the ground in 
wildcat territory on the chance of finding oil is not 
going to allow a lot of amendable laws and regula- 
tions to check it when oil is in sight. South America 
needs the wealth the oil would bring. England needs 
oil. In the end these needs will break down all bar- 
riers against American oil men, for when there is oil 
to be gotten out of the earth Americans are the ones 
who know how to go after it, and England knows 
this quite as well as does Mexico and South 
America. 

England has already commenced to weaken in 
the stand she had been disposed to take, and Wash- 
ington has been informed that the British Govern- 
ment has revoked the regulation prohibiting aliens 
from purchasing shares in British oil companies. 
Colombia and other nations may be expected to 
amend their laws if they are such that they impede 
the development of natural resources. 

As for digging in the bottom of the Hudson, that 
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Oil Lost by Evaporation hese, 
timely one just now, when the country is facing a 
gasoline shortage, and the United States Bureau of 
Mines has been conducting an elaborate field investi- 
gation into the subject. J. H. Wiggins, petroleum 
engineer of the bureau, has issued an exhaustive 
official statement, the first instalment of which will 
be found on another page of this section of the Re- 
porter. Not only oil men, but every one that owns 
an automobile will be interested in the clear state- 
ments of Mr. Wiggins, especially when he states 
“that in just one stage of handling the crude oil 
produced in the mid-continent field the volume lost 
by evaporation equaled one-thirtieth of the total gaso- 
line production of the United States. This loss oc- 
curred during the few days that the oil was stored 
on the leases before being taken by the pipeline, 
and amounted in 1919 in the mid-continent field 
alone to 122,100,000 gallons.”’ 

It has also been decided that the gasoline in crude 
oil will evaporate from one-half to six-tenths as rap- 
idly as the same gasoline distilled and stored, all 
evaporative conditions being the same in both cases. 

Some producers call a certain kind of waste 
“necessary,” and by this they mean that it would 
1 cost more money to prevent the waste than would

Evaporation during storage and handling repre- 
sents one of the largest losses to which crude petro- 
leum is subjected during its career above ground. 

By protecting oil from free contact with the air 
it is possible to eliminate from two-thirds to four- 
fifths of the evaporation loss. This protection should 
pay for itself in a very short time. 

In the case of evaporation, the percentage of the 
original value lost is two or three times the percent- 
age of the original volume lost, because the crude 
oil that escapes is the best grade of gasoline, which 
has a value per unit of volume two or three times 
that of the crude oil from which it comes. 

Keeping the mixture of air and vapor above the 
oil in a tank at rest, and at as near a constant tem- 
perature as possible, even if the temperature is rela- 
tively high, will insure minimum evaporation.

ARABS TROUBLING 
U. S. OIL WORKERS 


Object to the Presence of British 
‘Troops in Mesopotamia 
and Jerusalem 


Oil men and others interested in the 
development of oil wells in Mesopotamia 
and Jerusalem have learned that there 
is still difficulty experienced by their men 
in that section of the world, according 
to what the Reporter learned on October 
21 in this city. Sir Percy Cox has ac- 
cepted the high commissionership in Mes- 
opotamia, directing the government un- 
der the British mandate, but the Arab 
population objects to the presence of the 
troops, particularly those from India. ¢ 
men have lately heard of a moveme 
which is being urged in England to evac- 
uate that section. A confederation of 
Arab tribes to govern the place is also 
urged by some Englishmen. 

Mosul, where oil interests have been 
working, was recently a center of attack 
by Arabs, also Bagdad. There are 150,- 
000 British soldiers in Mesopotamia, and 
the military operations there have been 
prosecuted on a considerable scale since 
1918. The Arabs troubling the oil men 
and others are armed with guns given 
them by the British prior to 1918 when 
they aided the British in the world war. 
Caifa, a place through which pipelines 
were to be constructed, is also near the 
fight zone. 

Turkish nationalists and Bolshevists 
are causing trouble in and around Ar- 
menia, and the oil country near Jeru- 
salem is hampered because of it. It is 
expected that important progress will be 
made shortly in causing a_ settlement, 
for oil men here and abroad are work- 
ing toward that end, and with indica-

try. They claim that the low prices for 
fuel oil in the central territories are due 
largely to the fact that the summerlike 
weather has not only reduced the de- 
mand for fuel oil, but has enabled the 
mines to produce and ship enough coal 
to practically eliminate the danger of a 
fuel famine this winter. The lack of de- 
mand for fuel oil is partly responsible 
for the eager efforts that are being made 
to market refinery products of other 
kinds. That such an effort is being made 
is shown by the low prices now quoted 
for all refined products. 


Freight Rates Depress Markets 


The weakness of the markets in the Central 
West as contrasted with some reports from the 
Pittsburgh and seaboard trade seem to show 
that some local factor is working against the 
Western refiner in the matter of demand and 
pric The single factor that wouid seem 
capable of producing just the effect that has 
been produced would be some interruption to 
transportation. This is what has happened. 
The traffic between the Mid-Centinent field 
and the Southwest generally and the great 
manufacturing districts to the East of the 
Indiana line has been abruptly terminated by 
the new freight rates. If consumption were 
active and the demand large it would certainly 
happen that the consumers in the manufactur- 
ing districts woud be obliged to use some of 
the product of the Group 3 refineries. That 
they are not obliged to do this is shown by the
